Department or Theoloot. 

This, during the past year, has been exclusively under the super- 
intendence of the Rev. Henry Ware, Sen., D, D., Hollis Professor 
of Divinity. 

This branch was pursued in the first term of the Junior year, on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, from X to XII, A. M. This extended 
through the first terra, the class being heard in Divisons an hour 
each, and was continued through the first six weeks of the second 
term. 

In the first term, the study of Fatey's Evidences of Christianity 
commenced, and was pursued in recitations, two hours per week by 
lessons of about ten pages each, until the end of November, by 
which time the book was finished. The class then entered upon the 
study of Butler's Analogy ; the first part of which was finished by 
the end of the sixth week of the second term, after which, instruc- 
tion in ibe branch closed for the Junior year. 

Besdes the duties above enumerated, Dr. Ware performed the 
Chapel morning and evening services alternately with the Rev. 
Henry Ware, Jun., D. D. The Sabbath services were performed 
one half by him, and the other half by the Rev. Henry Ware, Jun. 
and the Rev. John Gorham Palfrey, D. D. He also attended ex- 
ercises in the Theological School three aAernoons in a week, from 
008 to two hours. 



Depabthkkt ot Imtellbctcal and Moral Philosopht, Civil 
Polity, ahd Political Economt. 

The Alford Professorship of Natural Religion, Moral Philosophy, 
and Civil Polity having remained vacant since the resignation of 
Levi Hedge, LL. D., that department has been conducted during 
the past year satisfactorily by Francis Bowen, A. M., Instructer in 
Intellectual and Moral Philosophy. 
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iDStructioD in tbig branch has been conducted through familiar 
lectures, recitations, and written analyses, m Stewart's Elements of 
the Philosophy of the Mind; Paley's Moral Philosophy j Locke's 
Essay concerning Human Understanding ; Say's Political Economy ; 
and Story on tlie Constiluiion of the United Stales. 

Commencing in the Junior year, the study of Paley's Moral Phi- 
losophy and Stewart's Elements was finished by the end of the first 
term. After the end of the first term, the Juniors did not recite 
in these branches during that year.

Instruction in this department commenced in the Frethman year, 
with recitouoDS from Walker's Geometry, which was completed in 
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AFFENDIX. Ill 

the first term. Smyth's Algebra, Peirce's Trigonometry, and the An- 
alytic Geometry of the Cambridge Course, occupied the rest of the 
year. 

Instruction was continued in the Sophomore year, by recitations in 
Analytic Geometry and the Differential and Integral Calculus. The 
instruction in Pure Mathematics terminated at the end of the second 
term of the Sophomore year. 

To the course of Pure Mathematics succeeded instruction in 
Natural Philosophy, commencing with the third term of the Sopho- 
more year, in Statics. 

In the Frethman Tear. 

The Class was heard during this year in Divisions, on every day 
of the week except Saturday, allowing an hour to each Division. 
Time occupied by each student in recitation - 300 hours. 
By the instructer -..-.. 800 " 

iit the Sophtnnore Tear. 

Tbe Class was heard in Divisions, four days in the week, viz. on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, Fridays, and Saturdays. Each student of 
this Class recited 140 lessons, occupying - - 140 hours. 

In addition to this, 2 hours per day were employed by the in- 
structer in tbe examination of written exercises, and ten hours per 
week in extra instruction of advanced classes during the first and 
second terms.

Depiktmekt of Natoral Philosopht. 

During the past year instruction in this Department was conduct- 
ed by Joseph Lovering, A. M., Hollis Professor of Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy. 

The Juniors entered upon the study of Dynamics at the begin- 
ning, and finished it at the end, of the second term. The most 
advanced Section, who finished Mechanics the first term, went 
through Peirce's Treatise on Sound, in (he second term. In the 
third term, the Juniors studied Electricity, Magnetism, and Optics. 

InstructioD in Natural Philosophy was continued, in the first term 
of the Senior year, by recitations in Astronomy. 

All the instructioD in this branch terminated with the first term of 
the Senior year, with the exception of the Lectures.

This is under the superiatendeace of Edward T. Channing, A. M., 
Boylstoa Professor of Rhetoric and Oratory, assisted in the teaching 
of Elocution by Samuel T. Hildreth, A. B. 

Instruction in this Department is given by Exercises in Reading, 
Speakbg, and Composition, by Recitadons in Rhetoric, Logic, and 
Grammar, and by Lectures. 
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The Sophomorei recited from Lowth's Gramcnar, Campbell's 
Rhetoric, bdeI portioDs of Stewart's Elemenls. 

Their RecitatioQS were every Monday and Wedsesday forenooD, 
occupying two hours each. The Class was heard in Divisions. 

One half presented Themes or translations every Saturday forenoon. 

To the JuiUors instruction was given by Exercises in Composition 
and Speaking. 

They presented Themes and attended acritical Exercise upon tbem 
every other Friday Bfternoon. 

They declaimed, by Sections of ten, every Saturday forenoon. 

To the Seniort instruction was given by Lectures, and by Exercises 
in Speaking and Composition. These Exercises occupied a like time, 
ud were conducted in the same manner, as above specified in reialion 
to the Junion. 

Each Sophomore presented sixteen Themes or Translations, each 
Junior nineteen Themes, each Senior nineteen ; fifty-four sets of 
Tliemes or Translations io the whole.

During the past year this departnieat was uDder the Euperiaten- 
dencQ of CorDelius Conway Felton, A. M., Eliot Professor of 
Greek Literature, and of Jooes Very, A. B., Tutor.

the Class being arranged into three sections on the priociple of 
pToficiency. The system of devoting alteroate weeics to the Greek 
and Latb departments having beea given i^, each stude^ ww re- 
quired to attend a recitatJiHi dnily in both languages for the first firs 
days of the week, half the Class reciting in each by turns on Saturday. 

Duiing the year the Class read and reviewed the most important 
portioDS of Herodotus and Tbucydides.

FWe 
hours esch week, and one additiooal hour each fortnight, besides f 
of an hour in History (of which Tytler is the text-book) each week, 
constituting an aggregate of time employed in recitation for the

The aggregate of the Instruclers* lime employed in the same reci- 
tations, for the three sections, including time spent m ezamiiuDg 
written exercises, being about - - .

In the Sophomore Tear. 

The arrangement of the Class into three sections on the princi- 
ple of proficiency was also adopted.

Instruction was given to the Freshman Class in Folsom's Selec- 
tions from Livy, Cicero de Claris Oratoribus, writing Latin, Zumpt's 
Latin Grammar, and Adam's Roman Antiquities. 

To the Sophomore Class, in the Odes, Satires, Epistles of Horace, 
aod Seneca's Medea, one hour every other week being devoted to 
writing Latin. 

To the Junior Class, in the Annals of Tacitus, and writing Latin.

This is at present under the superintendence of John W. Webster,

During the first, and part of the second term, the Erving Pro- 
fessor was occupied in giving lectures daily in the Medical School, to 
the medical students four months, including the winter vacation. 
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lostruciioa in ChemisUy, at Cambridge, began with the Juniors, 
as soon after (be commencement of the second term as tfae Medical 
Lectures and Examinations for Medical Degrees closed in Boston, 
and continued on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, at lO 
o'clock, A. M., through the term, ending about the middle of the 
third terra. The Seniors have liberty to attend. 

The Saniort commenced the study of Mineralogy and Geology 
in the third terra, as soon as the Professor had finished Chemistiy 
vritb the Juniors ; attending at the hour before the prayer bell in the 
afternoon, and continuing to the end of the term. 

The instruction to the Juniors was given by lectures, and exam- 
inations with the lexl-isook. The time employed being as much as 
the arrangements for other studies permitted.

The principles which regulate the study of the Modem Languages 
are these : 1. No student is compelled to study any one of them. 
3. A student choosing to study any one, is bound to perserere ; he 
is not permitted to quit the study until he has learned the language. 
3. Those, who enter upon the study of any language, are formed 
into sections, and carried forward according to their proficiency, 
without reference to the distinction, of Classes. 4. The days of in- 
struction are Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. 

Two things should he borne in mind, when considering the state 
of this department. 

1. The Freshmen never attend in it. The students, therefore, 
were all members of the three upper Classes, who choae some 
Modem Language, as a substitute for other prescribed studies* 

3. The Graduates attending on the instruction of this depart- 
ment, are not noted.

Natural and Revealed Religion ; with the Middle Class, in Ecclen-* 
astical History ; and with the Senior Class, in Cbrisljan Theojogy. 

The Professor of Pulpit Eloquence and the Pastoral Care gives 
instructran in the Composition and Delivery of Sermons, and the 
Duties of the Pastoral office, to the Senior and Middle Classeg, «nd 
in Elocution to the Junior Class. 

The Professor of Bihlical Literature gives instruction to each of the 
three Classes, during [he year, in the InteniretatioD of the New Testao 
ment ; also, to the two higher classes in the Interpretation of the Old 
Testament, lo the Junior Claas in Hebrew, and to volunteers ia 
other Oriental Languagea. 

A religbus service, with preaching, in which one of the Senior Clasf 
officiates, takes place once a week, and is attended by all the members 
of the School. Also, once a week there is an exercise in extempo- 
raneous speaking, by the Students of the two higher Classes.

The number of Students attending Medical Lectures this season 
(1837-8) is 82. 

The above School is devoted eiclosively to Medical Students, 
undergraduates not beiag permitted to attend. 

Two courses of instruction in each branch, (one of which must be 
in this School,) are required to be attended by each student, in 
order to obtain a medical degree. 

The school in general may be considered to be prosperous. 

Besides the above Lectures in the Medical School, there is gtren 
at Cambridge, by the Professor of the Theory and Practice of Phys- 
ic, to the undergraduates, a course of Lectures on Hygiene, or the 
means of Preserving Health and Prolonging Life ; consisting of 
seven Lectures, beginning on the first Monday of the third Term, 
at 1 1 o'clock, A. M., and continued daily (except on Saturday) as 
far as the stated exercises of the College permit.

This is under the superintendence of the Hon, JosecA ?tory, 
IAj. D., Dane Professor of Lan ; and Simon Greenleaf, LL. D., 
ROTall Professor of Law. 

The course of instruction in the Law School is as follows ■■ — 

1. Ledura, by the Dane Profator of Law, on the Law of 
Nature and Natioos, and on Chancery, Commercial, Civil, sod 
Constitutional Law. Lectures, by the Royall Profttsor, on all tbe 
branches of the Common Law. 

3. Reviews and examinations of the students in the Text-Books. 
These are held twice a day four days in the week, and four times 
on Fridays ; and the time occupied with each class varies from on* 
to two hours. The course of study embraces a selection of the best 
elementary works in each branch of the Law, and is intended to be 
completed in three years. The students are referred to a series of 
leading cases in the English and American Reports, and to a paral- 
lel course of reading, in addition to the prescribed course of study, 

3. Moot Courts, for the arguing of questions of law. These are 
held every week, by one of the Professors. Four of the studentt, 
in rotation, appear as counsel. They begin to take their turn at the 
commencement of the second year of their studies. They have 
extempore disputations and debates on legal and miscellaoeous 
questions, rs voluntary exercises. 

4. Written dissertations on subjects connected with the course of 
study are occasionally rendered. 

5. Tbe students are instructed in the practice of the courts, in 
tbe making of writs, preparation of pleadings, and other legal instru- 
ments; and an opportunity is afforded for attendmg tbe sittiuga of 
the State and United States Courts.

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TREASURER'S STATEMENT. 



Thb Treasurer herewith presents the aoDual exhibit of the state 
of the College fuods and property. 

During the past year there has been received under the Will of 
the late Timothy Walker, Esq., of ChaTlestown, One Thousand 
dollars for Theological purposes. 

It may be proper to remark, that the Donation of the late Gover- 
nor Gore, with the accumulating interest, amounted to about One 
Hundred Thousand dollars, of which Thirty-eight Thousand was 
placed as a reserved fund to meet the payment of annuities under 
bb Will. The residue, after paying the legacies (say $ 6,000), 
will be wholly absorbed by the cost of Gore Hall. 

The general unrestricted fund of the College has appeared oa 
the Books for several years, at about $ 230,000 ; but, after deduct- 
ing the cost of Gore Hall, and the loss (if it must be so considered) 
of the Charles River Bridge annuity, there will be left about 
4 150,000 as the amount of the fund available for the general pur- 
poses of the College. 

The increased pay to Professors under the new arrangement of 
studies, and the intended filling up of several Professorships, and 
the general increased expenditure in which the College partakes 
with the community, will probably show an annual reduction of 
several thousand dollars in the genera) fund, unless prevented by 
increase of students, or donations to this particular fund, or a less- 
ened expenditure. The regular expenses of the College are about 
f 50,000 per annum. 

The Theological Fund, after the present year, may be expected 
to decrease $ 1,500 to $ 3,000 per annum, and in a few years to 
be absorbed in payment of the salaries. It is desirable, therefore, 
to this department of the College, that donations for its benefit 
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should not be so restricted io their cooditioDS, as to prevent th«r 
being applied to its general purposes at the discretion of the Cor- 
poration. 

The Income of the Law School has nearly extinguished the debt 
incurred for the purchase of books, and next year will show a 
balance in its faror, besides having paid from its receipts for a 
valuable library.
